■ Injecting the term "rigging" Into 1060 
convention talk was basically n disservice, 
since It never waJPproperly defined and con- 
scifucntl? has produced a tiigti measure ot 
confiulon. 

One niittat_-ttiat-~ha& growo^uL^t^tbli 
conltulon Is that a national convention is 
"rjgged" If a substantial number of dele- 
gates come to It already conunltt«d to one 
candidate or another. This la a pretty diffi- 
cult Idea to support. 

To begin with, a considerable share ol 
.convention delegates are committed by law, 
. as result of voters' choices In binding state 
primaries. These arc decisions of the people, 
and one can JiardJy caJ] them rigged.' 

Indeed, they arc far less likely to be sub- 
ject to "controlling Influences" than are 
closed-door meetings of delegates In a con- 
vention city. 

Many other delegates are committed not 
by primary decisions but by the Irce and 
open actlon'of state conventions. Delegates 
may be formally Instructed to vole lor a 
particular candidate, or they may choose to 
give public commitment of their position at 
the time they arc chosen. 

This Is in fact the same sort of action 
some states talio wticn they get to the na- 
tional convention scene. 

It will require somebody a good deal less 
vague than former Prealdent 5tunian to ex- 
plain ^irtiy such action Is all right If taken In 
Los Angeles but constitutes rigging If done 
earlier tn Denver or Minneapolis or Louis- 
ville. 

Contrary to what some people suggest, 
there Is no special, magic quality to tlie de- 
liberations Conducted in the national con- 
vention city. They may in truth be less care- 
ful, less closely responsive* to slate senti- 
ment, than those held on the home scene. 

Furthermore, so long ns delegates are se- 
lected on a state-by-statfi basis weeks and 
months in advance ot the national condave, 
there li no prospect that the bulk of them 
■will come to that meeting wholly Iree of 
commitments and, leanings. 

Even If there were no binding prlmarlca, 
~tio in6ttucted.delesailcms-aiul.no me ot.tlie 
unit rule, thls^would still be true. ' 

Campaigns do not ilare suddenly out of 
— nowhcTt.-eftiidldatCT-conflume-lhont.hs- end- 
aOmetlmcs years In building toward" a' presl^ 
dential nomlnatIon^ 

Politics being what It Is, there Is no way to 
prevent this, nor Is there any particular 
reason why there should be. The people are 
entitled to see their candidates long and of- 
ten. 

By the same token. It Is imreallstlc to ex- 
pect delegates to come to a national conven- 
-tlon-as-cleftti'^ieeCs-immarked-by -Impres- 
sions ot candidates. This assumes tbey live 
In a vacuum. 

The system we have evolved often yields 
Its results early, with the consequence that 
the national convention itselt seems cut and 
„.drt?<t The year IMQ Is.not apecial in this re- 
gari. Only Vm EwmocniUc MnvenHdiliTfiltiefl" 
1934 have gone. beyond one ballot. 

But there Is a vast difference between 
delegates making thdr own early detennln- 
N atlons and being vtctlmiied by "rlgglr 
The jitggestlon ol "rigging" the Democratic 
-Convention, for instance, la^nowhere near as
